When Mr. M. Ryan, B.E., Local Govern- 
ment Engineering Inspector, held a sworn 
inguiry in the Town Hall, Limerick, into an 
application made by the Borough Council 
for a compulsory acquisition order in respect 
of certain lands, comprising over sixty: acres, 
Mr. T. C. O'Mahony, City Manager, said 
that housing was the principal administrative 
work engaging his attention at present.; As 
far back as 1919 the Corporation had pro- 
posals on lands to erect nearly 35,000 houses. 
Since then the Corporation had completed 
602 houses. A number of investigations have 
been made, and the net result was that he 
would require 2,000 houses to satisfy the 
immediate needs of citizens. These houses 
would be divided as follow :—1,300 to accom- 
modate people displaced irom unhealthy 
areas he 00 for other classes. In his 
opinion, it would require £1,000,000 to pro- 
vide all these houses. 

One of the greatest. difficulties was to 
secure suitable sites. He was satisfied that 
the land required could not be secured within 
the borough, but he realised that it was im- 
perative to acquire first all the lands within 
the , having regard to the adminis- 
trative difficulties of going outside the 
borough area.

New Grain Silo 


A new grain silo, huge and modern in 
design, has been erected for Messrs. S. and 
A. G. Davis, 14d., one of the oldest 
fums in County Wexferd.: It . adjoins 
their mills in the picturesque Sianey valley. 
Transport by road, rail and the company’s 


river barges feed the storage at the rate of 
40 tons an hour. Railway lines’ serve band 
conveyors, which transport the grain a 


quarter of a mile across the muill-yard to the 
Grain brought by road is received 
on two platforms, where deliveries are 
chetked by automatic weighers. The wheat. 
then passes through separators and cleansing 
machinery to the bins. 

Messrs. Peter Lind and Co., Ltd., West- 
minster, London, were designers and con- 
tractors for this silo building, which 
consists of a reinforced concrete structure 
OBit, 4gin. square on plan by 140ft. 6pin. 
high, containing twelve large storage bins 
and eight amail mixing bins, with a total 
capacity of 2,000 tons of grain. At one end 
of the building six floors are provided to 
accommodate the drying and cleaning’ 
machinery. The space under the bins is 
utilised for weighing and sacking machinery. 
A system of conveyors, elevators and 


hoppers is provided for handling the grain 


NEW, ENNISCORTHY HOUSES OPENED 


Mr. Sean T, O'Kelly, Minister for Local Government and Public Health, opening the new housing scheme

A concrete water tank, capacity 5,000 
gallons, is carried on the roof at one end of 
the building, and the remaining roof area is 
covered with asbestos sheeting on steel rool

A feature oí the construction consisted of 
the use of sliding framework for the fuil 
height of the building. By this method a 
total height of 105 feet. mvolvang 696 cubic 
yards of concrete and tons of reinforce- 
ment, was completed by continuous working 
in eleven days. After a brief stoppage to 
alter the framework, the remaining walling 
in the tower over the bins was continued by 
the same method and completed in two days.

Thomas J. Cullen, F.,R.1.A.1., Dublin, ander 
the supervision of Mr: A. Kavanagh, Dublin, 
and the facilities provided by the new 
building will immensely facilitate the teachmg 
staff. The reconstruction process has provided 
anew science room, refectorres for community 
and boarders, dormitories with cubicles, a 
domestic economy kitchen, a number of class- 
reoms, concert hall, with proscenium opening 
and stage, and fireproof stairs and outside 
fire escape.

The demolition of Waterloo Bridge has now 
proceeded so far that the Highways Com. 


| mittee of the London County Council expect

shortly to be in a position to invite tenders 
for oe the new bridge. The design 
was generally approved by the Council in 
October, 1934, and further consideration on 
detail has since been given. 

In a report submitted to the Council the 
Committee say that the design will consist of 
five spans, each of about 238ft., compared 
with 120ft. in the old bridge. The first and 
last piers will be placed out in the river 
clear of the Victoria embankment and of any 
future embankment on the South side, | 

The main characteristic of the architectural 

design is the wide.span and shallow rise of 
the arches, which has the effect of reducing 
bulk to a minimum and producing a light 
and graceful appearance. e northern arch 
will allow the Victoria Embankment to run 
through in an uninterrupted gweep, and this 
treatment is considered to be of great 
esthetic value. 
“Each span is to consist of twin arches, 
side by side, with a flat soffit, 33ft. wide be- 
tween them; this treatment will produce a 
lighter and more pleasing effect than could be 
obtained by a single arch of great width, 
which would give a somewhat heavy and 
tunnel-like appearance, and a striking view 
will be obtained from the north to the south 
bank under the bridge, the vista being closed 
at the south end by some columns and other 
features taken from the old bridge. 

Lhe piers will be faced with granite; up to 
a level slightly above high-water mark, their 
upper porticns being faced with Portland 
stone, The arches and the flat soffit will be of 
reinforced concrete, the surface being treated 
by chiselling or grinding in such a way as to 
expose the aggregate, thus obtaining a satis- 
factory colour. ‘The spandrels of the arches. 
forming the main outer faces of the bridge 
will be faced with Portland stone. There w: 
be a moulded cornice and parapet of Portla4 
stone, the parapet being surmounted by wh® 
bronze balusirading, with lamp standard of 
the same material. The height and óen 
character of the balustrading will be sucWhat 
an uninterrupted view ‘of the river be 
obtained, . 

At each abutment two stairways.ill be 
provided. Those at the north en ead 
to the Victoria Embankment and wilbe con- 
nected by a pedestrian subwa eneath 
Wellington street, and those at the Outh end 
will lead to the foreshore and wl be de- 
signed to suit a possible future eSankment.

DECEPTIVE QUIETUDE 


Nothing could be more mistaken than to 
suppose that the existing conditions: of 
quiet and determined deadlock can con- 
tinue; nor is there any reason whatever 
to believe that a single inch of real pro- 
gress towards an ultimate settlement has 
been made as the result of the conferences 
—or other negotiations—which have taken 
place between the Federation and the 
group. The fact is that the position has 
definitely “‘ hardened ” during the past 
few weeks. New and difficult issues 
have been raised; and tempers have 
become frayed because certain ex- 
treme members of unwieldy  confer- 
ences (eight or ten representatives of 
each side) have aatnelll to get things 
badly out of their true perspectives, 
While the employers’ representatives have 
managed so far, in spite of certain diver- 
gences of personal interests, to present a 
united front, it is notorious that things 
have been far otherwise among the 
Group’s delegates, who are compelled to 
present a case not only on behalf of craft 
unions, with frequently divergent views, 
but also upon behalf of both skilled and 
unskilled labour. 

In the nature of things it is impossible 
altogether to discredit the suggestion that 
some employers look to such divergences 


representatives as factors which may 
compel an ultimate settlement, To such 
a policy of divide et impera em- 
ployés oppose the doctrine of labour’s 
** solidarity.’’ In such a clash of policy 
and doctrine there are the seeds of real 
danger. Coupled with the suggestion that 
either side can be ‘‘starved into sur- 
render,’’ such doctrines or intentions can 
never be the bases of any sound or lasting 
settlement.

Sheltered on the landward side 
by the mountains, it has a splendid beach, 
which affords splendid bathing facilities. 
There is an 18-hole golf course and plenty of 
opportunities for tennis and dancing.

From here to Coleraine, 
and the last stage of the journey to Portrush 
is fourteen miles of exceptionally beautiful 
scenery—the true valley of the Bann—until 
the river’s final debouchment into the arms of 
the sea. The quiet charm and wholesome 
simplicity of this route will live long in the 
memory of the discerning motorist. 

Portrush has three delightful golf courses— 
one of championship class—while on Ramore 
Head there is a comprehensive playground with 
numerous tennis courts, bowling and pntting 
greens, while the town provides a hot sea 
water swimming pool for those who do not 
Wish to bathe at the numerous open-air bath- 
ing places. Portrush will always remain a 
health resort without a rival; for it has many 
natural advantages. The greatest of those is 
its air, which in itself is a tonic. Portrush 
can be made the centre for touring a wide 
area in North Antrim and North Derry, in- 
cluding Portstewart, Castlerock and Bally- 
castle, all smaller than Portrush, but fo less 
attractive, and each with distinctive charms.

BANGOR FOR PLEASURE 

Bangor is the Brighton of the North, and 
each year is becoming more popular with 
visitors from the South of Ireland. It is a 
splendid centre, from which visitors can 
inspect the beauties of the Co. Down coast 
and the Ardg Peninsula. The attractions are 
different from those in Portrush, but no less 
appealing. Here the local council has 
catered for the most fastidious holiday- 
maker by providing golf, tennis, bowls, 
while there are cinemas (including the 
largest in [veland), ‘‘fun cities,” skating 
rinks, and a great variety of other amuse- 
ments. 

Modern Bangor is distinctly a play centre. 
It is only twelve: miles from Belfast, and 
visitors are convenient to city shops, theatres 
and picture. houses, so that, wet or fine, they 
need never experience a dull moment, Owing 
to its rapid rise from village to watering- 
place, Bangor has not, and never had, a 
congested town area. There is an absence of 
anything that could be called a slum, and the 


oldest parts are occupied by neat white- 
washed cottages. The normal population 
of Bangor is 16,000, but in the summer 


months this increases to nearly 30,000. For 
the ' motorist-golfer Bangor is an admirable 
centre, There is a solani course in.
